1 Lot of (2) Medals. Both are Uncertified, and both are privately 
issued medals coined by private minter George H. Lovett of New 
York depicting presidents James Madison and William Henry 
Harrison on the obverse and their respective residences on the 
reverse. While not dated, these 23 millimeter pieces were struck as 
part of a series, probably in the 1870s, and were available by sub¬ 
scription. The offered pieces are reddish brown in tone, and nearly 
match in appearance. There are no detracting abrasions, just light 
handling. (Total: 2 medals) 

2 1860 Rulau PA780. Fireman’s Medal. AU (Uncertified). 
31mm. Struck in bronze.This historic medal was privately struck by 
Philadelphia medalist Robert Lovett Jr., and is classified by Russell 
Rulau as a Merchant’s Token. The obverse is inscribed “WHEN 
DUTY CALLS WE GO”/”UNITED WE STAND DIVIDED WE 
EALL,” with a standing fire fighter at the center. Inset ibed within a 
wreath on the reverse is “EIREMANS MEDAL 1860.” Toning is 
light brown, with considerable mint red evident on the obverse. 
There are a few light abrasions, but no major distractions. 

3 1868 Grant. Net EF-40 (Uncertified). 20mm. This small hollow 
shell political medal depicts busts of Ulysses S. Grant on one side 
and his running mate in the 1868 presidential election Schuyler 
Colfax on the other. It appears to have been made of a light metal¬ 
lic alloy with light golden gilding. Remnants of a mounting loop 
appear at 12 o’clock. Reflective surfaces show just a few abrasions, 
with hardened green residue around the raised rim, and a blemish in 
the right-obverse field. It is likely that this medal was suspended 
from a ribbon at one time. 



4 1875 Julian CM'24. Battle of Lexington. AU (Uncertified). 
39mm. Struck in silver by the Philadelphia Mint on April 12, 1875. 
It is reported that 100 pieces were coined in this metal commemo¬ 
rating the 100th anniversary of the Revolutionary War’s Battle of 
Lexington, April 19, 1775. Nicely balanced medium-gray toning 
enhances the obverse, with only a touch of light toning on the 
prooflike reverse. Just a trace of handling accounts for the grade. The 
obverse legend “WHAT A GLORIOUS MORNING FOR AMER¬ 
ICA” is reported to be a quotation from Samuel Adams.

5 1875 Julian CM'24. Battle of Lexington. Uncirculated 
(Uncertified). 39mm. Struck in bronze by the Philadelphia Mint in 
early June 1875 following the popularity of the issue struck in silver. 
This example retains attractive, uniform reddish brown natural col¬ 
oration, as struck. It is reported that only 200 pieces were prepared 
in this metal. 

6 1837 Feuchtwanger Cent. HT'268 6-0. Rarity-1. MS-64 
(PCGS). Dr. Lewis Feuchtwanger attempted to persuade Congress 
to adopt a German alloy composed of copper, nickel, zinc and silver 
as a substitute for the large copper Cent still in use during the early- 
to-mid-19th century. Although rejected by Mint Director Patterson 
in 1838, these trial-pieces circulated with some degree of freedom 
during the coin shortage of 1836 through 1844, although our offer¬ 
ing surely saw no such use. Some die erosion has lent a flow-lined 
effect to the obverse of this near-Gem. and save for some slightly 
mottled flecks of reverse charcoal-gray tone, the coin otherwise offers 
very little to distract the viewer. I'he designs have been raised to a 
considerably high relief, and the surfaces are essentially mute on the 
subject of grade limiting abrasions.

7 Dicke.son Restrike 1776 Continental Dollar—Overstruck on 
an 1876 Dated Liberty Double Eagle—MS-64 (NGC), All 
who collect both so-called Dollars, as well as Continental Dollars 
are familiar with the Dr. Dickeson restrikes, coined for the 1876 
U.S. Centennial Exposition and struck almost exclusively on one of 
four metals: silver, copper, white metal, pewter or lead. However, 
the piece in this lot presents us with a peculiar conundrum, as here 
resides a Dickeson Restrike of a Continental Dollar struck not on j 
any one of these aforementioned metals, but instead upon an 1876 
Liberty Twenty—all who have never heard of such an item are not 
alone, for we were at as much of a loss to explain this coin’s exis¬ 
tence as would any other group of experts. 

As aforementioned, this was struck on an 1876-dated Liberty 
Twenty Planchet, and although the area where the mintmark would 
normally be seen has been overstruck by the new'er design, it seems 
appropriate for it to be a P-mint delivered example, however we 
may never be certain. The surfaces arc glassy-smooth, as if the orig¬ 
inal planchet had been smoothed to yield an almost plated presen¬ 
tation, although the distinct visage of Liberty and the date on the 
obverse, as well as the majority of the legends and even some of the 
original central designs, are still in plain view. We are unable to 
locate an abrasion of merit on this near-Gem, and the primary 
designs from the restrike stand in bold definition. As a highly 
unusual example of significantly weighty historical importance, and 
a lot that will likely spark interest from a number of numismatic cir¬ 
cles including so-called Dollar enthusiasts. Colonial collectors and 
U..S. gold aficionados, we encourage serious contemplation in the 
formulation of one’s bids, for this could be a once-in-a-lifetime 
opportunity. 
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1876 HK'20. US Centennial Exposition Medal with Original 
Presentation Case. Proof'63 (NGC). Struck to commemorate 
the 100th anniversary of the signing of the Declaration of 
Independence, the official medals of the U.S. Centennial Exposition 
were issued in two sizes and three finishes by the Centennial Board 
of Finance. Silver medals, like the one included in the present lot, 
were struck at a Mint exhibit on exposition grounds, and are con¬ 
siderably more scarce than their bronze or gilt counterparts struck at 
the Philadelphia Mint. This piece is possessed of a charcoal-gray col¬ 
oration throughout, probably the result of its storage within the 
original box that is also part of this lot, and in fact when an example 
of this issue appears with the original box and felt liner, it is an 
incredibly rare item. We find none but the most inane of handling 
marks for a Proof-63 medal, and devices and legends crisply 
impressed throughout. In light of this so-called Dollars original 
presentation, we are sure that this piece will attract great attention 
both at lot viewing, and on the auction floor. 


9 Lot of (3) Medals and Hard Times Tokens. All are Uncertified, 
as follows: 1831 American Institute Bronze Award Medal VF Detail 
Corroded. 52mm. Presented to Union Co., Peterborough, N.H. for 
the “Best Style Of Cotton Shirting At The Fair”/1831, heavily cor¬ 
roded with traces of silver plating intact; (2) 1833 Robinson Jones & 
Co. HT-152. Copper 28.5 mm. The first with VF Detail, a small 
rim bump and pleasing medium-brown colored surfaces; the second 
Fine Detail Corroded, but a generally acceptable piece with readily 
legible inscriptions. Robinson Jones was a button making establish¬ 
ment located in Attleboro, Massachusetts, and was an early issuer of 
Hard Times Tokens. (Total: 3 pieces) 

10 Lot of (2) Souvenir Medals. Both are suspended from tricolor 
ribbons, as follows: 1925 California Diamond Jubilee, Brass or 
Yellow Bronze, AU-Uncirculated, 32 millimeters; and a 1915 
Panama-California Exposition, Yellow Bronze (?), 38 Millimeters, 
with a scalloped border.

Wuesthoff’s Sommer Islands Pound 

The Garrett Piece 



11 Wuesthoff’s Sommer Islands “Pound” EE Detail. 109.4 grains. Struck in gold. Like the Dickeson copies of the Sommer Islands Shilling, this 
example of the so-called “XX Shilling” is a pure fantasy restrike, and the 1880s work of a New York City coin dealer named A. Wuesthofif. The piece 
in the present lot was originally offered in Bowers and Ruddy’s sale of Part III of the Garrett Collection, October 1980, Lot #1199, where our firm 
confirmed the long-standing history of this specimen, and also commented on the condemnation which holds true even today. Authentic Sommers 
Island coins were struck only in the following denominations: Twopence, Threepence, Sixpence and Shillings, and thus when Lyman H. Low offered 
this very example oi the so-called “twenty shillings gold piece” to Thomas Harrison Garret in October of 1884, whether in good faith or not, he pur¬ 
ported upon him a great fraudulent piece of history. From the available correspondence between the two parties, we are unable to determine the eth¬ 
ical circumstances surrounding the exchange of this piece. On behalf of Mr. Low, he was either blissfully unaware of this piece’s dubious history, or 
worse yet concealed this knowledge from the potential purchaser, and at the same time we likewise cannot understand whether Mr. Garrett had availed 
himself of this information or not, for from his side of recounted conversations he seems to be either playing the part of the fool in order to obtain 
this whimsical restrike without revealing his own true knowledge, or was simply taken in by his desire to own an unusual numismatic item. 

Whatever the history and origin of this piece, we are pleased to offer it as not only the subject of a curious numismatic affair, but also as an impor¬ 
tant piece of one of the world’s foremost and noteworthy collections, for the holdings of John Work Garret had been carefully assembled through two 
generations of close study, having been handed down to him by his father and brother. This was an amazing conglomeration of Colonial, Federal and 
other important numismatic properties, including an entire set of Matte Proof Gold coins dated 1908-1915 and a Class III 1804 Dollar. The piece 
itself displays a considerable amount of weakness through the obverse and reverse devices, perhaps the result of a grease filled die, or simple wear. 
However, in light of the fact that there are only three-known examples of this striking extant, we have difficulty lending much credence to the latter 
explanation. Nevertheless, the hog on the obverse, as well as the so-called denomination, is in clear evidence, with the reverse ship crisply impressed. 
We find little to report in terms of outward distractions, save for some wispy striae.

Apparently struck on a flawed planchet, 
for there is an off-color area at 11:30 on the obverse, some crum¬ 
bling of the rim in near this same spot, and both sides reveal a bit of 
roughness. Still, this coin is possessed of an even medium-brown col¬ 
oration throughout, and although likely a bit softly struck, the great 
majority of the designs clear and sharp in definition.

TIA. REX NGC MS-62 BN. Save for a couple dashes of dark¬ 
er toning on the obverse, this lovely Farthing presents a mostly 
smooth, medium-brown colored patina throughout. A close inspec¬ 
tion will reveal scattered abrasions, none of which merit individual 
concern. There is a small, as-made planchet flaw in the right-obverse 
field, as well as an as-struck die crack on the reverse at 12 o’clock.

17 17th-Century? Raleigh Plantation Medal Unlisted in Betts 
VF Detail. We find only one listing in Betts for the Raleigh 
Plantation Token, and the present offering certainly does not match 
the plate designated as Betts-15. However, according to the editor’s 
preface of American Colonial History Illustrated By Contemporary 
Medals by C. Wyllys Betts, we read the following passage: 

Should any errors in description or attribution be noticed, we 
must beg the reader to consider the difficulties of verifying Mr. 
Betts’s descriptions, after the pieces under his inspection, and the 
authorities which he consulted, had been dispersed; and especially 
as he had not completed his own final revision of his work, when 
his early and lamented death put an end to his own labors. 

Thus, at the behest of the esteemed editors, we do not fault 
Betts for the failure to include a number of what appear to be either 
newly discovered die varieties of the Raleigh Plantation Token, or as 
he himself conjectured, possible restrikes of some other, later origin. 
Nevertheless, Betts does refer, by means of a footnote, to a similar 
rude brass token described in an obscure 19th-century German 
work entitled Die Jules Fonrobert’sche Sammlung uberseeiche Munzen 
und Medaillen. Apparently, the reverse of this piece shows a serpent 
chasing its tail, and indeed, the example in the present lot reveals 
just such an image. Stacks auctioned a similar token in their 
September 2005 sale. Lot #232, however their piece portrays a 
much smaller boy reclining upon the skull. 

The token itself has excellent eye appeal, and we note a number 
of very, very old pinscratches dotting both sides that are apparent 
only under magnification. The surfaces have acquired a rich, 
authentic-looking patina, and we find very little to detract the stu¬ 
dent’s eye. We underscore the high degree of eye appeal and curious 
numismatic history and mystery that surround the origins of this 
piece. Therefore, interested parties should consider one’s bids care¬ 
fully, for this is an unusual item that will likely fetch a premium on 
auction day. 



18 17th-Century? Raleigh Plantation Medal Unlisted in Betts 
VG Detail. 131.1 grains. Struck on brass? Another example of an 
unlisted Betts variety of the Raleigh Plantation Token, this one pos¬ 
sibly similar to the piece that Betts referred to as listed in the obscure 
German reference. This token has the exact inscriptions and devices 
as listed under Betts-15, i.e. On the obverse: the legend AS SOONE 
AS WE TO BEE BEGUNN : WE DID BEGIN TO BE 
UNDONN, and the device of a full-blown rose upon a dual- 
petalled stem within two circles; on the reverse a person reclining left 
upon a large skull, with a rose growing at his/her feet, and a house 
with three gables in the distance. However, just as in the unlisted 
Betts variety preceding lot, there is a serpent chasing his tail encir¬ 
cling the reverse this token’s design. Therefore, this is another anoth¬ 
er opportunity to examine a possible variant on the standard Betts- 
15 Raleigh Plantation Token. This coin is struck on a rude, seem¬ 
ingly brass planchet that appears to have been cleaned long ago. The 
edges are rough and striated, there is a rather sizable as-made imper¬ 
fection at 10 o’clock on the reverse rim, and some of the detail has 
been worn away through a combination of strike weakness, a hard 
planchet, and general use. Therefore, please examine this piece close¬ 
ly, for we offer yet another unusual and uncommonly encountered 
item of colonial and numismatic interest.

GEORGIUS NGC MS-64 RB. A simply amazing Virginia 
Halfpence, with copious amounts of RD color hanging about both 
sides. The devices and legends show bold detail throughout, and we 
are hardly able to locate a mentionable abrasion or distraction inor¬ 
dinate for this numeric grade. With surfaces generally so smooth¬ 
looking, we see no reason why this coin will not fit comfortably in a 
high grade set of Colonial coppers.

A mysterious issue, and if one wishes to believe Walter 
Breen, then the Dutch legends on both sides of this coin are satiri¬ 
cal, and may be read as “the Americans had to run away in 1778: 
now there goes Adm. Howe the same way in 1779," an inscription 
that, according to our esteemed author, alludes to Cen. William 
Howe’s abandonment of Rhode Island on 25 October 1779. While 
the medal in the present lot displays a generally even charcoal-gray 
presentation over both sides, we do note some mottled tendencies on 
either side. There are some very light patches of verdigris, most 
notable at WK in H(9WE on the reverse and along the right-obverse 
rim. Otherwise, most of the designs remain in bold definition, and 
the general effect of the token is quite pleasing indeed.

According to the Miller book on 
Connecticut coppers, the s. 1 reverse is only matched with the Miller 33.39 obverse. A later discovery has been 
made of the s. 1 reverse being mated with the known Miller 33.29 obverse, producing a new die marriage. This 
is a second example of the new die variety. It is unknown whether the discovery piece for this variety is better 
than F-15, but, in the worst case, this specimen is Condition Census 2 of 2 known pieces and is possibly 
Condition Census 1. In addition to its rarity, this Connecticut is a very pleasing example. Sure to see spirited 
bidding by specialists of Connecticut Coppers as well as Colonial collectors in general.

Julius Guttag created a number of so-called fantasy 
pieces in 1920s New York, with one of his most famous recreations 
in the field ofWashington pieces being the Baker 11-G, a rather hap¬ 
hazard and crude forgery of the Baker-11. The obverse of the piece 
in the present lot bears a strong resemblance to this 11-G, with a 
similarly styled portrait ofWashington and bulbous, somewhat slop¬ 
pily engraved lettering. The reverse however, is resoundingly differ¬ 
ent from almost any other Colonial token that we have seen, as it 
portrays a clockwise-rotated Irish harp with a female figure forming 
its left upright, surrounded by a ring of 14 five-pointed stars and 4 
four-pointed rosettes. 

Since this token’s appearance on the market some two years ago, 
Russell Rulau has labeled it Baker-IIH, due to its similarity to the 
immediately preceding forgeries listed in AUdallic Portraits of 
Washington, and thus far no other representatives have surfaced. 
Both sides are smooth in presentation, and although there is a hint 
of strike weakness at the center of the primary reverse design ele¬ 
ment, this has little-to-no effect on this token’s eye appeal.

The reverse has especially well-defined devices and legends, 
with a full, strong chain, and only a hint of strike weakness at ED STA in UNFLED STATES. The obverse exhibits devices that are 
solidly impressed, although the coarse surface texture is a bit more pronounced. As one of the more challenging die marriages of the 
Wreath type large Cent, examples of this variety almost always bring high auction prices, and 1793s, regardless of type, are very dif¬ 
ficult to locate with any degree of clearly demarcated design motifs. As a generally sharp representative of the issue, we feel this to be 
a quality representative regardless of problems, and a coin worthy of serious bidder consideration from copper specialists. Take a close 
look at this coin during lot viewing, for it is a wholly satisfying piece and worthy of serious bidder consideration.

Both sides of this pleasing, medium-brown colored Large Cent 
offers plenty of detail, although the date and LIBERTY on the 
obverse are weak.

While the 1856 Flying Eagle Cent is techni¬ 
cally a pattern, some proof examples were struck for the benefit of collectors, who could purchase one directly from the Mint. Snow 
estimates the mintage for Proofs to be around 1500 pieces (A Guide Book of Flying Eagle and Indian Head Cents, 2006). These are 
mostly known as the Snow-9 variety, which exhibits a center dot immediately under the upper-left serif of the letter N of CENT, on 
the reverse. Sure enough, this piece is of that vintage, as the center dot is plainly visible. Rick Snow describes the Snow-9 variety for 
the 1856 Flying Eagle Cent as the most commonly encountered variety, although he continues to state “real Gems are very scarce.” 
This example displays characteristically subdued mirror surfaces and is enhanced by a mahogany-grain toning. Several nearly Gem 
proof examples graded like this coin have recently brought over $20,000 at public auction. As if to demonstrate a sample return-on- 
investment for key-date coins, ten years ago these coins were being hammered down at a third of what they bring today.

Edition, asserts that of the more than 20 million Copper-Nickel

the following story, but for the uninitiated, it bears repeating in 
light of the phenomenal example of the issue we offer in the pres¬ 
ent lot.

According to our 
author, it seems that the “change seems to have gone unnoticed 
until as late as 1987 when it was listed in Breen’s Encyclopedia as 
very rare," but today it is listed in the Guide Book, as well as all reli¬ 
able numismatic references related to the series. 

Now, some 20 years after the release of Breen’s work on the sub¬ 
ject, examples of this date and type are widely collected by all stu¬ 
dents of the series, and in fact they are scarce to rare in all available 
grades. They can still be found unattributed on the bourse floor and 
in the occasional dealer junk box, and although these sorts of exam¬ 
ples still command a premium, they pale in comparison to their 
better-preserved partners, for representatives of the Pointed Bust 
delivery tend to be extremely attractive in the upper echelons of the 
Uncirculated grades, and as a solid MS-66 piece of the issue, this 
sentiment is surely well applied to the present lot. Both sides are 
possessed of tremendously frosty mint luster, an aesthetic effect that 
only enhances the eye appeal of this piece.

It is a renowned condi¬ 
tion rarity that is extremely elusive to find with a sharp strike. This is a typical characteristic of San Francisco Mint Nickels of the middle 1920s, which 
suffer from a general lack of quality. A glance at the population report reveals only one example graded in MS-66 condition; it is a tough issue for this 
to be true, as most entries have multiple entries in the higher Gem grades. Not so for S-Mint Nickels dated 1918-1927. Lange describes the poor qual¬ 
ity of the 1925-S issue (The Complete Guide to Buffalo Nickels, 2000), “overextended usage of the dies combined to produce so many miserable 
coins. In extreme cases, the reverse die is so worn that its mintmark is grossly distorted and even indecipherable.” He goes on to describe fully struck. 
Gem examples to be very rare. 

The present coin is a superior example that is superlative in every respect. It demonstrates all of the qualities numismatists expect of the Gem grade; 
a strong strike, sparkling luster, positive eye-appeal and minimal blemishes. The first characteristic one notices when viewing this tantalizing piece is its 
exemplary luster, which is glistening and fresh, exhibiting a gratifying amount of frost, pop and sizzle. The overall color consists of a lovely gold tone, 
and the pristine surfaces exhibit few blemishes. These are minute and none are worth noting. All the lettering, including the date and mintmark, are 
sharp, full and bereft of any annoying faintness.

1926-S MS'65 (PCGS). Writing in 2000, David Lange asserts that the ‘T926-S seems overrated in the popular grades ofVF-XF. Only 
in AU and above does this coin’s reputation hold true. Mint State examples are very scarce, gems nearly unknown.” Indeed, when one 
peruses the PCGS Population data, one finds just 10 examples graded beyond the near-Gem level of preservation, and surely some of 
these must be resubmissions. According to our research'. Gem representatives appear at auction roughly once every five years, forcing 
those Registry Set collectors who absolutely must have one of these Condition Census pieces to endure a tortured exercise of patience. 

The wait is now over, as we are pleased to offer one of the finest-known examples from this limited original S-mint delivery. The 
‘26-S has a notorious reputation for several reasons: first, it is tied with the 1924-S as having the lowest certified MS population; sec¬ 
ond, it has the lowest business-strike original-mintage figure for the series at 970,000 pieces; third, it is an infamous strike rarity, with 
almost every example to have passed through our hands presenting poorly struck reverse design motifs; and finally, representatives of 
the date and mint often appear with unsightly brown toning over both sides. The latter-two problems certainly do not apply to the 
example in the present lot. It is well nigh fully struck, blessed by what are certainly some of the most crisply impressed obverse and 
reverse devices to appear on a Buffalo Nickel of this issue. The bison possesses a nearly complete hide of hair, with full horn and tail 
demarcation. While one may find a well-struck bison on another example of this delivery, one typically also finds other areas of weak¬ 
ness, often at the obverse periphery, but such an astute numismatist will definitely be hard pressed to locate any such area of irksome 
strike weakness on this coin. Neither obverse nor reverse offers a single noteworthy distraction or abrasion that requires elucidation in 
this description, as both sides present dreamily-smooth fields at this level of preservation. It may be enough to have a piece of this deliv¬ 
ery without the annoying spots of brown discoloration that frequent these planchets, but this example displays a magnificently subtle 
array of ice-blue and golden-yellow highlights on the obverse, and twinges of apricot-orange on a reverse otherwise silver-gray in col¬ 
oration.

i 1918-S MS-67 FB (PCGS). This is a very scarce date in Full Bands condition, as there are only 180 representatives graded as such, in all grades, 
by PCGS and NGC combined. This condition scarcity becomes a notable rarity at the Gem grade level, as there are a mere 52 examples certified by 
both the major services at the MS-65 level and heyond. When Superb Gem MS-67 FB examples are taken into consideration, the rarity becomes 
intimidating, as there are merely two, and here is one of them. 

This miraculous piece is endowed with scintillating, frosty luster and a desirable, blast-white appearance. In addition, the strike is exemplary, and 
though it is not quite full in an absolute sense, for a 1918-S Dime, it is fully struck. Notice that every letter and digit of the date is bold and sharp, 
with only very slight faintness discernable at the bottom of the reverse, which is often an area where pronounced weakness can be found. Every band 
and rod of the fasces is needle-sharp in definition, with the central bands being wondrously crafted, as they are fully split, rounded and deeply 
impressed. Both diagonal bands are just as sharp, while the hair curls on Liberty, along with the wings on her cap, are intricately detailed. Evidence 
of die clashing is detectable on the obverse, especially by the presence of a leaf from the reverse foliage to the left of the portrait’s neck. Abrasions are 
decidedly trivial, with only a couple of the barest kind present at all.

This is 
true, because this date is a formidable strike rarity, one that is nor¬ 
mally seen with fuzzy details on both sides. Notice the revelatory 
statement by Lange, who resorts to an absolutism when describing 
this issue, “in the opinion of the author and many others, 1925-S 
holds the record for most poorly made date in the series” (The 
Complete Guide to Mercury Dimes, 1993). He indicates that die 
polishing and erosion are problems that plague this issue, while the 
reverse lettering often displays weakness at the tops of its letters. 

This awesome piece is an exception to the normal rules for 
1925-S Dimes, as it is sharply struck, all things considered. There is 
some characteristic weakness at the tops of the letters of STATES on 
the reverse, but the rest of the lettering, on both sides, is sharp and 
distinct. The bands are full, and not just in a barely made it sense, 
but with deeply impressed definition which is a very pleasant sur¬ 
prise. The obverse is not fuzzy, and even though the centrally posi¬ 
tioned hair curls are not fully struck, the weakness is decidedly 
slight. In summary, all features are distinct and very sharp for a 
Dime of this date and mint. Its strike, then, is impressive. 

There are other desirable qualities present as well. These include 
a delicate patina of attractive sea-green and vibrant orange colors 
that resides upon the peripheries. The flashy luster shimmers along 
with the color rather than against it, and the result is a delightful 
appearance. The MS-67 grade is well justified, as there are no dis¬ 
tracting abrasions to be found in the critical, grade sensitive areas, 
just some trivial ones in the right-reverse field. 

This is one of the most beguiling Mercury Dimes this cataloger 
has ever seen, its enticing allure is generated by its extreme condi¬ 
tion rarity and by its phenomenal combination of impressive strike 
for its issue, lovely toning and sparkling luster. This is enough to 
make a numismatist blush, and the fact that it resides at the pinna¬ 
cle of its grading scale, with only 3 others at PCGS, marks it as a 
resounding rarity with magnificent charm.

Clear doubling is also noticeable in the digit 4, and Lange declares this overdate to actually be a doubled die, which was 
the result of the Mint using two different dated working hubs to sink a new working die (The Complete Guide to Mercury Dimes, 1993). When a 
working hub is used to impress a working die, at least two impressions must be made. After the first impression, the prospective die must be annealed 
or softened. Once this is done, another impression is made to complete the process. At this time, if the second impression is misaligned, then a dou¬ 
bled die will be the result. In the case of this of the 1942/1 Dimes, the second impression was made with a working hub of a different date, 1942. 
Since the first impression was made with a 1941 dated hub, the result was the spectacular overdate we have today. 

This coin is a premium example, demonstrating a needle-sharp strike, as evidenced not just by its Full Bands, but also by the fully struck hair curls 
of Liberty. The rich, abundant luster shimmers around the surfaces, which exhibit a few, small abrasions on the obverse, while the reverse is surpris¬ 
ingly free of them. There is a subtle golden tint to the surfaces, attesting to the desirable originality of the piece. These overdate Dimes are well-known 
rarities in Mint State condition with Full Bands, as PCGS and NGC together have certified a mere 53 combined examples in the range from MS-60 
FB to MS-66 FB conditions.

With a good deal of original mint frost, and very few outwardly dis¬ 
tracting abrasions, this example will satisfy many a budget-oriented 
collector in search of this key-date issue. 

• 1928 Peace Silver Dollar. Uncirculated Detail (Uncertified). 
Blast white in coloration with light wear on the highpoints includ¬ 
ing the cheek, hair, and eagle’s feathers. Minor abrasions appear here 
and there from circulation, but this coin still has solid eye appeal. 

i 1928 Peace Silver Dollar. Uncirculated Detail Polished 
(Uncertified). Smooth in presentation because of the polishing, 
there are few abrasions to otherwise describe, save for a couple slen¬ 
der ticks in the rays of Liberty’s coronet. The reverse offers some 
darker peripheral rim tone, but the balance of the coin is brilliant- 
white in coloration. 

i 1928'S Peace Silver Dollar. Uncirculated Detail Cleaned 
(Uncertified). Typical S-mint strike for the type, there is noticeable 
softness of detail over the central highpoints. Both sides are lightly 
patinated, and there are two spots of deeper color over and near the 
eagle’s tail on the reverse. 

7 1934 Peace Silver Dollar. MS-64 (ICG). Even with some wispy, 
bothersome distractions over the balance of this Peace Dollar, it 
remains a quality example of a key-date issue in the series at the MS 
level of preservation. There are speckles of light-olive and deep- 
magenta coloration here and there, but the coin is a mostly untoned 
example. 

S 1934-S Peace Silver Dollar. AU Detail Cleaned (Uncertified). 
A few stray hairlines and a somewhat irregular orange-tone visible at 
direct light angles reveal traces of a cleaning, although this doesn’t 
detract from the general appeal of this key to the series. Softly struck 
through the central highpoints, but still a nice example for the budg¬ 
et-minded collector. 

Trade Dollars 

'9 Lot of (3) Trade Dollars. All are Uncertified, a couple have chop- 
marks, and all impaired, whether due to cleaning or environmental 
damage. Included are: 1873 VF Detail Corroded, Cleaned, 
Chopmarks, chopmarks are scattered over both sides, the corrosion 
appears as crescents of green discoloration at the obverse and reverse 
peripheries, and the cleaning manifests in the form of wispy hair¬ 
lines; 1875 EF Detail Chopmarks, PVC Damage, considerable 
amounts of simple dirt remain on both sides, and there is PVC 
residue on the rim and other places; and an 1877 Fine Detail 
Polished, now brilliant in presentation from the polishing.

1873 Fine Detail Cleaned; 1876 VF Detail Polished; 1876 Fine

2691 1875 Type lAL Uncirculated Detail Streaks (Uncertified). 
Much of the surface area is overlaid in a streaky, light-tan haze, but 
there is some brilliance around the peripheries, particularly on the 
reverse. Also, one can see mottled blushes of deeper, copper-russet 
toning in select areas at the rims. Both sides are crisply impressed 
from the dies with only small wispy abrasions to define the grade. 
There is a small as-made grease streak in the obverse field over 
Liberty’s right knee. The 1875 is a low-mintage Trade Dollar with an 
original business strike mintage of 218,200 pieces. Most high-grade 
surviyars of this delivery are example of the Type I/II hub variety.

2692 Lot of (3) Gold Dollars. All are Uncertified, as follows: 1851 Type 
I EF Detail Scratched, with scratches on obverse and reverse; a 1862

2693 1855 Gold Dollar. AU Detail Damaged (Uncirculated). It 
appears that this little coin sustained some damage in the left-hand 
wreath ear at 9 o’clock, causing a bit of a bulge on the obverse. 
Otherwise, this piece is solid and flashy, with a hint of as-made strike 
weakness through the central reverse details. 

2694 1862 Gold Dollar. AU Detail Cleaned (Uncertified). Both sides 
sport wispy hairlines from the cleaning, although this impairment 
must been performed lightly, for a considerable amount of mint lus¬ 
ter remains, especially on the reverse. 

Quarter Eagles 

2695 1842-C Liberty Quarter Eagle. Winter 3'B, the only known 
dies. VF-30 Detail Ex: Jewelry, Repaired (ANACS). Although 
this coin is in a holder, it was obviously a mount piece of some type, 
with visible damage around the rims. As just such a coin, we observe 
surfaces with no trace of luster, and a texture that usually comes from 
constant contact with either cloth or the human touch. An afford¬ 
able representative of what would otherwise be an extremely expen¬ 
sive piece. 

2696 Lot of (2) 1851 -O Liberty Quarter Eagles. An ANACS certified 
pair, both pieces grade EF-40, one presenting a very deep orange- 
gold coloration, the other light-yellow in appearance. Both are a uni¬ 
formly abraded, and weakly struck in places. 
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2697 Lot of (11) Indian Quarter Eagles. All are Uncertified, and most 
display some degree of impairment, including cleaning, polishing, 
scratches and other problems. Included are: 1908 HF Detail Lightly 
Cleaned, .Scratched, there arc a couple noteworthy abrasions 
through the Indian’s headdress; 1909 EF Detail Cleaned, offering 
some mottled, light-yellow color and a few wispy abrasions; 1910 
AU Detail Polished, now brilliant in presentation; 1911 AU Detail, 
possessed of a medium-gold color; 1913 AU Detail Polished. Re¬ 
engraved, Ex: Jewelry, brilliant in presentation, with a re-engraved 
star, and evidence of being a former mount piece; 1912 AU Detail, 
lightly rubbed over the highpoints, and presenting a medium 
orange-gold colored appearance; 1914 AU Detail Damaged, pock¬ 
marked with a smattering of ticks and digs; 1915 AU Detail, Lightly 
Cleaned, Scratched; 1925 AU Cleaned, the reverse of this coin has 
some abrasions near the motto that should be examined; 1927 EF 
Detail Cleaned, now glossy and brilliant; and a 1928 AU Detail 
Bagmarked, there is a smattering of modest-sized abrasions over 
both sides. 

2698 Lot of (5) Indian Quarter Eagles. An Uncertified lot, as follows: 
AU Detail Cleaned, there are faint but wispy hairlines over the balance 
of the coin; 1908 AU Detail Cleaned, with a medium-orange gold col¬ 
ored appearance, and limited abrasions with deference to the impair¬ 
ment; 1912 AU Detail, a few scratches are in evidence on the reverse, 
but this piece is generally possessed of a strong strike and quality pres¬ 
entation; 1913 EF Detail Cleaned, presenting a light yellow-gold pres¬ 
entation, es.sentially no luster, and a modicum of wispy hairlines over 
both sides; and a 1913 AU Detail Cleaned, a generally acceptable, if 
lightly rubbed coin, with surfaces that betray an old cleaning, mani¬ 
fested in the somewhat ruddy appearance of the surfaces.

Cleaned; 1928 AU Derail Wiped; and a 1929 AU Detail Cleaned. 
Wiped. A lightly circulated and affordable sextet for the budget-con¬ 
scious collector. 


2701 1911-D Indian Quarter Eagle, ALJ-50 Detail Scratched 
Cleaned (ANACS). While wispy hairlines cover the surfaces of 
this AU Detail coin, the more significant impairment appears in the 
form of some deep scratches on the obverse from the rim beside LIB¬ 
ERTY into the Indians headdress. Still, this is a pleasing representa¬ 
tive of one of the key-date issue of the series.

(Uncertified). Wispy hairlines trace both obverse and reverse^ 
this piece, although it has evidently undergone a polishing, evi 
denced a spot of high brilliance on the cheek, and a uniform lack# 
luster for a piece that saw little to no circulation. Still a qualit. cok 
for those in need of an affordable representative of the type.

(Uncertified), with bold definition throughout, considerable rub^ 
the highpioints, and a soft strike; and an 1854 EF-40 (ANACiS), 
baggie-looking, but offering an alluring rich orange-gold coloratk*. 

2705 Lot of (2) Liberty Half Eagles. An Uncertified lot, as follaii^ 
1880-S AU Detail, although most of the luster has disappeared fioa 
light rub and circulation, and we note scattered abrasions, this coii 
remains a strong example of the issue; and a 1901 AU Detail, with 
plenty of satiny-to-frosty mint luster. 

2706 1881/0 Liberty Half Eagle. EF Detail Cleaned, Scratch^ 
(Uncertified). Some scratches appear on the reverse, just above aod 
through the eagle’s wings.

: 1 1912 Indian Eagle. AU Detail Cleaned (Uncertified). Mostly 
orange-gold colored in appearance, there are a few highlights of yel¬ 
low coloration over the balance of the coin. The luster is somewhat 
subdued from the very light cleaning, but other than a few wispy 
hairlines, there are no individually mentionable abrasions. Despite 
its impairment, this is a piece that appears as a pleasing example of 
both the type and issue. 

22 Lot of (2) Indian Eagles. An Uncertified pair, as follows: 1913 
Indian Eagle AU Detail, softly frosted in sheen, with slightly granu¬ 
lar surfaces so common on the issue, a small tick on Liberty’s cheek; 
and a 1914 Indian Eagle AU Detail Scratched, we note yellow-gold 
coloration, and light, criss-crossing scratches in the headdress.

23 1872'S Liberty Double Eagle. EF Detail Cleaned 
(Uncertified). A softly struck example that exhibits a medium yel¬ 
low-gold coloration over both sides. We note scattered abrasions and 
bagmarks, and a few minor, and hardly consequential rim dings on 
either side. The cleaning certainly took place long ago, as the sur¬ 
faces have begun to regain a semblance of an original appearance. 


2724 1873-S Liberty Double Eagle. Closed 3. AU Detail Rim Filed, 
Harshly Cleaned (Uncertified). The reverse rim has been filed 
down, and the surfaces present as uniformly brilliant, but the coin is 
otherwise a presentable representative of the Guide Book variety. 
Weakly struck, as is sometimes found on the issue, with no other 
major blemishes worthy of description. 

2725 1878 Liberty Double Eagle. Uncirculated Detail (Uncertified). 
Although there are grade limiting abrasions, and a small spot of 
darker toning between stars 2 and 3, this is an appealing example of 
the issue. 

2726 1893 Liberty Double Eagle. Uncirculated Detail Wiped 
(Uncertified). Both sides have been wiped, leaving behind numer¬ 
ous and abundant slender hairlines. Sharp in detail, with consider¬ 
able luster remaining, this yellow-gold Double Eagle is otherwise 
minimally blemished, as there are virtually no sizeable distractions 
other than the aforementioned impairment. 

2727 1897--S Liberty Double Eagle. Uncirculated Detail Cleaned 
(Uncertified). Largely brilliant surfaces, wispy hairlines, and bril¬ 
liant sheen divulge a cleaning performed some time ago.

(Uncertified). Medium-orange colored in appearance, there are 
smatterings of abrasions, and a few darker spots of coloration over 
both the obverse and reverse.

1907-D Liberty Double Eagle grading Uncirculated Detail, with 
plenty of satiny frost, and scattered but largely innocuous abrasions;

(Uncertified). This is a softly frosted, orange-gold example whose 
devices are possessed of pleasingly sharp striking detail.

(Uncertified). While the obverse may be a bit weakly struck, the 
reverse has sharply impressed devices.

Traces of original-looking color cling to the the 
peripheries on both sides of this coin, but the central fields are curi¬ 
ously bright and display quite a few hairlines. There are the 
expectable scattered bagmarks and abrasions, but neither these nor 
the impairment will likely keep this coin from finding its way into a 
budget-oriented collection of Silver Commemoratives. 

2738 1921 Alabama Centennial. 2X2. AU Detail Cleaned, PVC 
Damage (Uncertified). Silvery surfaces arc lightly rubbed across 
the highpoints. Scattered hairlines are noted, and they betray a 
cleaning. 

2739 Lot of (2) Silver Commemorative Half Dollars. Both arc 
Uncertified, as follows: 1936 Arkansas Centennial Uncirculated 
Detail, surrounding the deeply frosted surfaces is a light haze, other¬ 
wise nearly free of abrasions; and a 1936 Ixmg Island Uncirculated 
Detail, coated with light bluish-green iridescence, and hardly a flaw 
to mention save for a few minor blemishes on the highpoints of the 
sail.

n 1796 B-2. Rarity-3. AU-58 (PCGS). It is a rare day when any 1796 Quarter Dollar crosses our desks, but when we encounter an example of this 
date in such a lofty numeric designation, it is cause for giddy excitement among dedicated and serious numismatists. Unlike earlier generations of 
Americans, where the Spanish Reale or Draped Bust Dollar was the dominant denomination in our Federal coinage system, the Quarter is without 
doubt the foremost and most frequently employed series today’s economic world, and thus there is a certain mystical recognition associated with the 
appearance of such an early type. Aside from these sentiments, however, the 1796 Quarter Dollar comes under pressure from a number of fronts, the 
first being better-date type collectors hoping to acquire a piece with the coveted first-year status for the series; the second being series specialists in need 
of a representative of this variety; and in the case of this example, high-grade specialty collectors who demand pieces of only the finest quality. Thus, 
we are more than pleased to offer this representative of the Browning-2 1796 Draped Bust Quarter, a coin traced back, via a facsimile of an original 
receipt, to Abe Kosoff, and a simply phenomenal representative of the more common die marriage for the date. 

According to the invoice, at least as far as we are able to discern, this coin was originally purchased for $5010.00 at the California State Numismatic 
Association Convention Auction that took place in Los Angeles during November of 1968. Kosoff notes on the invoice that this piece was purchased 
as a BU representative of the year and was “one of the finest we have had pleasure of handling,” and while PCGS did not agree with the BU grade, we 
do agree with the quotation, for early Draped Bust Quarters are scarcely offered with such exquisite features. The strike is bold to sharp throughout, 
with fantastic delineation amongst Liberty’s hair and bust, and the faint amount of rub that appears over the highpoints is strictly commensurate with 
the the assigned numeric grade. There are scattered abrasions on both sides of this coin, however, none are of individual importance to a piece so lov¬ 
ingly preserved through the years, and save for a couple splashes of darker charcoal-gray color creeping in from the peripheries, this example offers an 
essentially untoned and flashy presentation. A phenomenal Choice AU Quarter, and one that demands respect and thoughtful bidding come auction 
day, for there will be a veritable host interested parties vying for acquisition.

Although 
Breen writes that the reverse eagle in rhe Browning-2 die marriage 
has no tongue, the plate coin itself is possessed of an eagle that clear¬ 
ly has a tongue protruding from his beak, and our example of this 
somewhat common variety in the 1831 Capped Bust Quarter issue 
also has a tongue as well. The other diagnostic features, however, are 
in clear presentation, especially the as-made reverse die cracks con¬ 
necting the letters in UNITED and STATES, and the spatial loca¬ 
tion of the denomination near the lower rim. A close inspection of 
the reverse will reveal evidence of the nearly terminal state of the 
dies that minted this coin, for there is a significant amount of die 
erosion, crumbling and strike weakness at 6 o’clock.

The 
head is full, though not in an absolute sense, as slight faintness is 
evident in the brow line, but all three sprigs are visible, and so is the 
ear-hole.

An Incredible Twentieth Century Strike Rarity Graded PCGS MS-64 FH 



46 1927'S MS'64 FH (PCGS). This is the rarest date of the Standing Liberty Quarter series in Full Head condition. It is sometimes described with 
a qualifier, such as, “the rarest of the original issues”, this language paying homage to the 1918/7-S overdate as being rarer overall. That may be true 
in actuality, but the combined population and census reports do not bear this out at the present time. A perusal of them reveals there to be mere¬ 
ly 37 examples of the 1927-S certified in all grades with Full Heads, while the overdate shows a combined total of 41 pieces, both these figures 
taken from PCGS and NGC published reports. The rarity is even more pronounced at the Choice MS-64 grade level and above, as the combined 
total of 1927-S Quarters from both grading companies shows there to be a ridiculously low 24 coins. This figure reflects obvious, substantial rari¬ 
ty on a formidable scale. 

There are several reasons why this date is rare, and the Full Head condition is nearly unobtainable. First, it enjoys the second lowest, regular 
mintage of the entire series, at 396,000 pieces, which is second to only the fabled 1916, which was minted to the tune of 52,000 coins. Second, 
sufficient demand for Quarters made at the time was enough to introduce most of the mintage into the channels of commerce. Third, the San 
Francisco Mint did not produce coins with quality strikes during the 1920s. This means that less coins were available to be preserved by collectors 
of the day, and those that were available did not have sharp strikes. In fact, noted authority j.H. Cline (Standing Liberty Quarters, 1997) makes 
the revelatory reflection that even if all the theoretical Full Head examples of this date were somehow kept from circulation, then it would still be 
the rarest date of the series with a Full Head. He then gives a ratio of 25:1 when comparing the availability of 1916 Full Head Quarters to 1927- 
S examples. 

The present example is a miraculous one, because the head is not only full, but it is intricately defined. Liberty’s facial features are sharp, while 
all three sprigs in her hair are visible, and her locks are clearly separated from her brow, although the line representing this separation becomes faded 
as it progresses toward her back jaw. Her toes are apparent, while the date is sharp and clear. The rims of the shield are distinct, but a few of the 
rivets are characteristically absent, while the eagle on the reverse is well-struck in its wings, but its underside is soft, with some definition present 
there. An accurate description is the goal here, but one should not construe the strike of this coin to be typical for the date, for it is obviously bet¬ 
ter than most seen. In addition, the luster glows and glistens with frost, while the originality of this coin is superb, as exemplified by vibrant auburn 
and orange toning that resides near the borders. The reverse shows some remarkable pastel iridescence that is comprised of dapples of bright-green 
and orange shades, this trait being quite pleasant. Abrasions are restricted mainly to the body of Liberty, consisting of some light ones that are shal¬ 
low and small. This coin looks great at the MS-64 grade level, it is magnificent example of an intimidating rarity, one of the rarest of all the chal¬ 
lenging strike and condition rarities of 20th-Century U.S. issues.

The separation between 
her brow and hair is there, but faint, and the same can be said for 
the shield rivets—they are all visible, but two are faint. The eagle on 
the reverse is well-struck and the high quality of this coin is readily 
apparent.

1919-D MS-65 (PCGS). This is an incredible example of an extremely rare issue, the only date of the series that challenges the 
fabled 1921-S as being the singular, key date of the series. Many say the title goes to the 1919-D, because it is truly rare. At the Gem 
Mint State level, there are merely 15 certified examples by PCGS and NGC combined. How many of that figure represent resub¬ 
missions is anyone’s guess. A conservative estimate would be around 20 percent. In any case, this is a rare Gem by any standard, and 
it is a tremendous coin at the MS-65 level, one that instantly inspires respect and nervousness at the same time. Approach it with 
trepidation and reverent awe. 

This is an issue noted by acclaimed specialists to be virtually non-existent at the MS-65 Gem level, because its strike is normally 
not up to par with the standards that coveted grade represents. Bruce Fox (The Complete Guide to Walking Liberty Half Dollars, 
1993) relays information that reflects the difficulty that several, well-known, astute numismatists have experienced finding a fully 
struck Gem example of this date. Notice this revelatory quote from Fox, “James Bennet Pryor, a Walking Liberty half dollar spe¬ 
cialist, tells of the one and only fully struck gem he has seen.” Pryor formed a legendary collection of Walkers that aficionados of the 
series discuss even until this day. For him to have only seen one fidly struck 1919-D that he would consider an MS-65, demonstrates 
how intensely difficult and challenging this date is to locate in such a grade. It requires extreme patience to find one, as well as the 
resources, willingness and courage to pursue it. It is like trying to find a mythical creature, such as the one reported to inhabit Loch 
Ness, where rare glimpses are seen and rumors abound, but actual evidence is scant and the eyewitnesses are few. Such is the task for 
the aspiring numismatist to find and possess the legendary 1919-D Half Dollar, it requires an intense, sustained search and interviews 
with several key witnesses to find a Mint State one of admirable quality. 

This coin is miraculous, and to employ a bourse parlance, it is all there. Just look at the central hand, because it shows ample defi¬ 
nition, including a bold thumb and considerable separation from it and the forefinger. Most of the branch detail in this area is visi¬ 
ble as well. The skirt lines are sharply impressed, and very nearly full. The head is typically softly struck, but it does show complete 
face, cap and back of the neck detail. The central part of the head b rounded but somewhat smooth. The eagle on the reverse is very 
sharply struck, with only slight weakness on its left leg, and none of the softness on the breast that plagues the weakly struck issues 
of this series. What we have here is a well-struck 1919-D, with most details bold and distinct. This is quite unusual for this issue, and 
this coin is quite exemplary in this regard, and in all others. Its luster is astounding, reflecting a frosty texture that shimmers and blazes 
with flashy luminosity. The brilliant-white surfaces are nothing but amazing, with a faint golden patina that is the hallmark of this 
coin’s desirable originality. This means this coin is pristine, it has never been fussed with, which b what would expect of a Superb 
Gem piece, of any date. For a 1919-D Half Dollar, this coin is exceptional and extraordinary. Abrasions are commensurate with the 
MS-65 grade, as these are light and scattered, residing mostly on the central leg of Liberty. None of them arc distraaing. 

What an awesome opportunity this wonderful coin represents. It is not only very rare, but the signatory date of the entire series, 
one that only the finest of collections can feature in Choice and Gem grades. This one is attractive in every way possible, a truly exhil¬ 
arating example that inspires chills and thrill just by viewing and holding it. To own it, well, that will be the acclaimed privilege of a 
single, dedicated and intrepid numismatist today. Please bid accordingly, and best of luck to you all.

This is arguably the most challenging decade of all in terms 
of quality strikes, and this is true for the Cents, Nickels, Dimes, 
Quarters and Half Dollars during this time period. 

This coin, while not fully struck in an absolute sense, is about 
as sharp as one is going to find on a 1920-D Half Dollar. The cen¬ 
tral hand shows exemplary definition, including ample thumb and 
branch detail, although it falls just shy of being completely struck. 
Liberty’s head shows her face, curls and cap in fine fashion, with 
only trivial softness present.

In fact, only one coin has received a certified 
Mint State grade, the PCGS MS-60 that sold for $70,150 early in 
March of this year. We also note the Cardinal Collection of Early 
Dollars had an AU-58 example which sold in June of this year for 
a record AU price of $48,300. just this last August at the Denver 
A.N.A., an AU-50 coin realized $18,400 from the Royal Oak 
Collection. This all said, the present AU-50 should be destined for 
a world-class collection of Early Dollars. 

This is a lovely AU grade coin with light silver-gray color accent¬ 
ed by pale-champagne and light gold toning. The surfaces retain 
considerable luster, especially on the reverse.

The present example 
displays steel-gray surfaces with reddish-gray toning forming on the 
higher points of the central devices.

Save for the expectable wispy 
abrasions, there are no sizeable and/or individually mentionable 
abrasions at this level of preservation that demand elucidation, and 
the coin has strong overall eye appeal.

Glossy highpoints combine 
with steel-gray colored fields to achieve a sort-of cameo contrast, and 
while we are unable to find noteworthy abrasions at the VF-25 grade 
level, we do feel compelled to mention a rim ding at 12 o’clock on 
the obverse, and another at 1 o’clock on the reverse. Generally 
smooth-looking for the mid-circulated level of preservation, with 
plenty of detail in Liberty’s hair and bust, and the reverse eagle’s 
plumage.

when proof examples also ttttal at least a thousand pieces. Research from Bowers (Silver Dollars and Trade Dollars of the United States, Vol. One, 
199.3) indicates this issue is scarcer than others around the same year, such as 1867, that were minted in lower quantities. This is likely due to the 
melting of some unsold coins, creating an issue that is considered scarce today. However, this scarcity becomes pronounced rarit\' at the Proof-66 level 
and beyond, as NGC has certified a mere 13 examples, with only three of these grading PF-66 Cameo. There are no Deep Cameo designated coins 
at NGC.

When this facility began to once again create Silvet Dollars, they minted one of the tarest and 
most valuable issues in the entire series. Most 1889-CC MS examples one will locate can be called indifferent at best, with poot strikes, inferior lus¬ 
ter, heavily bagmarked surfaces and poor eye appeal. The coin in the present lot, however, seems to defy these pteconceived notions, fot it is a won¬ 
derful piece of this limited delivery. The devices and legends have been almost immaculately raised, with sharply delineated details throughout, and 
these stand atop watery and reflective ptooflike fields that reveal only the merest hints of satiny lustet. Both sides display a few little dots of die gtease, 
as well as the occasional wispy abrasion, but neither of these effects presents as inordinately distracting on such a lovingly pteserved example of this 
highly sought-after date and mint combination.

In 1996, Michael Fey and Jeff Oxman 
released The Top 100 Morgan Dollar Varieties: The VAM Keys and 
stated that the regular 1890-CC Tail Bar Morgan Dollar variety was 
a Rarity-6 in any condition, and that the issue was unknown as a 
first strike. Deep Mirror Prooflike. Since then, the rarity factor has 
been lowered somewhat, as a few have come to light and have been 
certified by PCGS, this coin among the finest. Only one auction 
record can be located, that being for an MS-63 DMPL, which real¬ 
ized $11,213 in March of 2005. Interestingly, this was 40% over 
the then published PCGS Price Guide. To be best of our knowl¬ 
edge, this is the first time a MS-64 DMPL has been offered for sale 
at public auction. Since it could very easily be the finest known 
DMPL, we expect a runaway price.

Since the 1892-CC fetches exorbitant 
premiums at the higher Mint State levels of preservation, our offer¬ 
ing of an MS-61 coin will be a perfect fit for the budget-conscious 
collector who still demands high-quality pieces for his/her collec¬ 
tion. Neither side speaks to a visible ounce of toning, and although 
there are wispy abrasions visible over both sides, these do not detract 
from cither the eye appeal, nor the cartwheel effect of the abundant 
mint luster.

Most remaining Mint State examples appear to have a 
lighter silver, almost -white in appearance, compared to the earlier 
releases. Near-Gem survivors seem to have come from the few rolls 
that occasionally surfaced up until the early 1970s. David Bowers 
even reported that a 1,000 coin bag was located and released into 
circulation in Upper Falls, Montana years ago. Nevertheless, nearly 
60% of the certified population grades between MS-61 and MS-63, 
a statistic that is consistent between the two predominant grading 
services, PCGS and NGC. In MS-64 condition or better, the avail¬ 
able quantities begin to drop off creating quite a competitive envi¬ 
ronment for prospective buyers. For example, of the nearly three 
dozen auction appearances for a MS-64 1893-CC since November 
2004, the average price realized is nearly $12,000 with some more 
remarkable coins selling within the $14,950 to $23,000 price range.

25 points of wear, this circulated 1893-CC Morgan Dollar remains 
an appealing representative of this key-date issue.

Although the Philadelphia Mint records state that 12,000 
business strike dollars dated 1895 dollars were delivered in June, 
1895, most professional market participants believe this mintage is 
dubious at best. In his Silver Dollars & Trade Dollars of the United 
States, A Complete Encyclopedia, Dave Bowers states that five obverse 
dies were prepared for the manufacture of the 1895 Dollar in proof, 
when in fact four obverse dies have been distinguished, even though 
there is a reported mintage of only 880 coins. From this fact, a new 
theory that the coins were distributed over time and not all at once 
is gaining popularity.

In keeping with the trend established by this coinage 
facility at least as early as 1889, the 1896-0 is a notorious strike rarity that is apt to display considerable incomplete¬ 
ness of highpoint definition even in Mint State. That being said, we direct bidder attention to this conditionally rare 
near-Gem. It is one of the more carefully produced survivors of the issue that this cataloger can remember handling 
in recent years. The overall definition is pleasingly sharp, and the central highpoints reveal some emerging detail. 
Abrasions are minimal in number, well scattered and largely free of individual concern. Finally, this coin possesses solid 
luster quality with a softly frosted texture to both sides.

The devices and lettering are caked with 
creamy-white, Cameo frost, and this effect is quite evident and pleasing to the eye. A couple, faint and wispy blemishes can only be seen under strong 
magnification, and the fact these are not easily detected warrants the deserved, stratospheric PF-68 grade for this piece. Those who enjoy brilliant- 
white coins will be enthralled by this mesmerizing Dollar, because its surfaces are as bright as a star in the night sk\’.

The incredible 
contrast this produces, between frosted devices and pool-like, bril¬ 
liant fields is extremely seductive. The strike is, as one would expect, 
is full, completely demonstrating all of the design elements, includ¬ 
ing the critical areas above the ear and upon the eagle’s breast. 
Bowers describes (Morgan Silver Dollars, A Complete History and 
Price Guide, 2004) this date as displaying fairly good contrast that 
is not as obvious as previous years. This coin is a pleasant exception 
then, because it possesses bold, obvious Cameo contrast. This piece 
was without a doubt, selected and kept with great care by its vari¬ 
ous owners over the years.

Most experts believe that approximately 20 specimens of the 
1921 Satin Finish Proof Peace Dollar were originally minted. This 
belief is perhaps confirmed after a specimen came up for sale in 
Auction ‘87, lot 1885, described as a “Satin Proof” and accompa¬ 
nied by an official looking card inscribed “20th dollar coined in 
Philadelphia Mint 1921 new Peace Dollar.” This was years after 
Walter Breen made the first attribution of a satin proof at the 1975 
A.N.A. Convention in Los Angeles. Breen continued to authenticate 
satin proof examples up until 1979-1980, when several showed up 
and the authenticity of many of the so-called proofs became dubi¬ 
ous. Recently, however, more diagnostic information has surfaced in 
addition to that published in Breen’s 1977 book of U.S. proof 
coinage. A letter from Leroy Van Allen dated February 28, 2005 
identifies a new variety of satin proof known as VAM-lH. He states: 
“Die polishing lines on obverse and reverse ... no significant die dou¬ 
bling on obverse or reverse. Fine elliptical f>olishing lines below jaw 
and below bottom of hair bun are nice die markers! Reverse has 
small die chip at top end of fourth ray below TP plus polishing lines 
between S and O and single line at bottom inside of R in AMERI¬ 
CA.” The present coin has all of these attributes (with the exception 
of the die chip) in addition to die polishing around the letters of 
LIBERTY and an especially well-pronounced pellet after TRUST. 
Many other as-made die polishing lines are visible in the fields on 
both sides, including those from E in WE to Liberty’s neck. 
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3705 1921 Peace. High Relief. MS'65 (NGC). An original-looking 
first-year-of-issue Peace Dollar, the obverse has a swath of somewhat 
opaque lime-green color that appears at indirect light angles. 
Swirling and frosty luster dances over both sides of this coin as it dips 
into a light, and in our search for grade limiting abrasions, of which 
we certainly found a few, we also noticed some light doubling at 
Liberty’s profile. As is customary for the issue, one will find some 
weakness over the central highpoints, a feature which we mention 
entirely for the sake of accuracy.

Like most of his coin’s compatriots, we 
find a number of pesky little abrasions on both sides, although these 
require a loupe to observe and have almost no effect on the quality 
eye appeal. The luster is a bit indifferent, an effect typically seen on 
examples of this issue, and the color is a strong medium yellowish- 
gold with undertones of orange-gold hue visible as the piece rotates 
under a lamp.

(NGC). An impressive early Half Eagle not only due to the state of 
preservation but also due to the rare die variety, a variety described 
as Rarity-7 by both Walter Breen and Robert Miller, Sr. The quick¬ 
est obverse die diagnostics to locate are the die crack from the rim, 
through 8 of date, continuing to star 7 and the as-made die line just 
below the BE in LIBERTY. The reverse has what Breen described as 
an “abnormal star arrangement" and is quickly identified by one 
star above the eagle’s head, touching the beak and the farthest and 
highest left star embedded in the left most cloud. A lovely coin with 
greenish-gold surfaces and plenty of luster. No adjustment marks 
are found on either obverse or reverse. We note a small tick on the 
top of the eagle’s breast. In Miller’s reference on early Half Eagles he 
stated that only two examples of this variety had been recorded at 
auction in the past 20 years, noting the Bowers and Merena offer¬ 
ing of one in March, 1989 (lot 589) and we believe the coin offered 
in this sale may be the same coin offered in the March 1989 Bowers 
and Merena Sale.

3790 1802/1 B. 2-1. Miller-54. Rarity-4. MS-64 (NGC). A staggering representative of both the variety and issue, this near-Gem overdate 1802 Five 
is one of the finest examples of the date we have handled in recent memory. A true BU coin, satiny luster flickers over the balance of this piece, and 
not just among the protected recesses that surround the devices as so often seen on early gold, although this effect is perhaps more pronounced on 
the reverse than the obverse. Save for a couple reed marks in the obverse fields, the surfaces reveal very few abrasions for the numeric grade, and a 
predominantly orange-gold color, though rose- and green-gold hues also come to view as the piece rotates under a lamp. The primary designs are 
as close to fully defined as can be expected, with almost pin-point definition through Liberty’s hair and cap, although the right-obverse stars appear 
just a touch softer than the others. 

As Miller writes in his text on the series, we find a number of as-made die clash marks on the obverse, especially around the date, and while the 
Miller-54 is one of the more commonly located die varieties for the date, this has no effect on the overall presence of this marvelous Half Eagle. In 
light of the fact that NGC has certified only 15 examples of the issue in this grade, and just 1 finer, this will fit the collection of a high-end, early 
U.S. gold specialist quite capably.

Only the slightest 
cabinet friction is evident, mostly on the obverse, keeping this coin 
from a full Mint State classification. As a Type, the 1803/2 usually 
comes nicer than some of the other dates in the Draped Bust, Large 
Eagle type struck between 1797 and 1807.

Only 
the slightest amount of friction occurs within the open fields and on 
the highpoints of the devices. In addition, a minor flaw exist on the 
cheek of Liberty, perhaps mint made. The 1809 has often been 
referred to as the 1809/8 overdate. Recently, experts have challenged 
this explanation going on to conclude that what appears to be part 
of an 8 is actually a misplaced 9. Nevertheless, there is only one vari¬ 
ety known for this year. The 1809 is often referred to as the scarcest 
date of the Capped Bust, Large Bust Type, although there are cer¬ 
tainly more rare varieties for other years.

This coin displays a wonderful warm antique orange- 
gold coloration throughout all of the surfaces, mellowing to a 
g'ccnish-gold within the devices around the rims, especially 
between the stars. The devices have still retained much of the orig¬ 
inal mint frost. Only the most rudimentary abrasions appear on the 
obverse and a slight tick at the rim on the reverse keep this coin 
from a full Choice classification. The Large Date, Large 5 is one of 
the most frequendy encountered Half Eagles struck in the early 
series between 1795 and 1834. Dannreuther estimates that an esti¬ 
mated 500-750 coins still exist in all states of preservation.

Many 
times more rare in this condition than the other common dates of 
the latter part of the 19th century and the beginning of the 20th 
century.

Here is a coin that not only resides at the top of its respective grading 
scale, but it represents the very top, because it is the only example graded PR-68 for its respective year at 
N(iC. In fact, this condition rarity must be completely understood, as PCGS has not graded a single repre¬ 
sentative of this date at the PR-68 level, and as a matter of fact, NGC lists only 16 pieces at this stratospheric 
level, for the entire series! The original mintage figure was a scant 85 pieces, so this coin expresses not just 
condition rarity, hut absolute rarity as well. Most extant examples grade in the PR-64 range. 

The C.ameo frost on this impressive coin is palpable. It is most impressive to see this kind of frost on a 
gold coin, which combines deep golden color with a creamy-gold texture on the devices and lettering. This 
adds further appeal to the incredibly fiuid, watery fields, which are deeply mirrored and lucidly reflective. 
Blemishes are virtually non-existent on this elegant piece, with only a couple, wispy ones evident after an 
extensive search with a ten-power glass. In this, as in all other regards, this coin is vastly superior to most 
others seen. I he surfaces are ablaze with luminous, proof brilliance, fiery and mirror-like, while the overall 
texture is of a deep, lovely honey-gold shade. 

Standing alone at the top of the mountain, this singular piece is majestic. It is a rare coin by right of birth 
and spectacular condition, and for discriminating collectors who demand the very finest coins for their cab¬ 
inets, this is a supreme example worthy of careful consideration. Its bright, luminous visage and Cameo 
devices will always draw appreciative gasps of wonder from fellow numismatists.

3824 1797 Lanje Eagle. B. Z-B. Tara.szka-S. RaritV'4. MS'61 (NGC). In his standard reference on the series entitled United States Ten Dollar Gold 
Eagles: 1795-1804, Anthony Taraszka lists four die marriages for the 1797 Eagle, two of which are backdated varieties. Of the two varieties issued 
during this year, the Taraszka-S is the less challenging to locate in terms of overall rarity, but this example is pleasing from nearly every aesthetic 
aspect. A well-graded NGC MS-61 Eagle, we find this strictly Uncirculated gold piece enchanting to behold. The surfaces are impressive in their 
smooth-looking presentation, revealing none but the most inane of blemishes, save for a small tick in the left-obverse field will serve well as an iden¬ 
tifying marker for forthcoming generations of collectors. The color is a resplendent mixture of green-, yellow- and orange-gold colors, all of which 
appear at different indirect light angles. As is common for the issue, the surfaces reveal a semi-prooflike brilliance, surely the result of highly pol¬ 
ished dies and a soft-metal planchet, and as a marker for the variety, one will observe a slender as-made die break from the rim between S and O 
in STATES OF and continuing into the reverse clouds and stars. With such a commanding presentation, specialists in the field will simply fell in 
love with this piece at lot viewing.

All of 
the Eagles from the Carson City Mint that were produced between 
1870-1873 are exceedingly rare and nearly the entire mintage for 
each year saw heavy circulation. Numerous abrasions, weak strikes, 
no luster and in many cases problems plague most of the examples 
that are encountered. The present coin managed to escape most of 
the pitfalls just mentioned and exists as one of the few AU coins 
known. The surfaces still possess luster and close inspection with a 
loupe reveals that the reverse device is encrusted with original mint 
frost. Some moderate blemishes exist on both the obverse and 
reverse but the surfaces lack the harsh abrasions and reed marks so 
commonly seen.

Garrett and Guth (Encyclopedia of U.S. Gold Coins: 1795-1933, 2006) list this date as the sixth scarcest of the ten collectible dates comprising 
the St. Gaudens proof Double Eagle series. The certified population and census reports are skewed for this date, as their combined totals tally 69 
examples, which is impossible and comically ironic, as this number is considerably greater than the mintage! Such is the effect that resubmissions 
can have upon certified data. For the record, NGC lists 48 total representatives of this date, with 11 at the PF-65 level and 22 higher. In any case, 
this is a rare coin by anyone’s standard, and it takes its place within the ranks of U.S. coinage as a precious, distinct commodity. 

Proof gold coins from this area were manufactured with the Matte, or Sand Blast proof finish, and at least for gold coiits, the resulting appear¬ 
ance of these pieces is quite distinct. They do not have the brilliant surfaces normally associated with proof coinage, but instead, they display a uni¬ 
form texture that is subdued in luster, yet remarkably smooth in granularity. The term satin describes this effect perfectly, and this term is clearly 
preferable to the adjective, silky. At any rate, the appearance of these proof coins is enchanting and evokes thoughts of an antique, aged finish that 
retains its distinguished visage over the course of time. 

This awe-inspiring piece proudly demonstrates a powerful strike, with every design feature in bold detail. Liberty’s face, gown, fingers and toes 
are all intricately well-defined, as are the buildings behind her gown. Likewise, the eagle on the reverse fully displays every rib on every feather, along 
with all of its shorter breast feathers. This amount of definition is exemplary and wondrous. In addition, the surfaces are bereft of any but the most 
trivial of abrasions. Exemplifying both rarity and an illustrious finish, this elegant coin will undoubtedly be reserved for one of the finest and most 
distinguished cabinets.

Examine this specimen in 
earnest at lot viewing, for any die trial is a rarely encountered occa¬ 
sion to test one’s numismatic expertise.

(Uncertified). Likely the plate coin on p. 237 in Judd’s United 
States Pattern, Experimental And Trial Pieces 6th edition, this lead 
planchet was subject to a reverse die trial that featured the Roman 
Numeral I within a wreath of oak and laurel, and graced by a six- 
pointed star at its zenith. There are a few paltry little ticks on this 
piece, but these are of very little importance, for the condition of a 
die trial is, to a certain extent, ignored in light of their general 
numismatic importance. 

3963 Undated (1868) One Cent Die Trial. Pollock-3341. Unique? 
(Uncertified). Struck in lead. Presenting the Roman numeral I for 
the denomination within a laurel wreath. No denticles are readily 
observed on this example, pointing to an early die stage. This piece 
appears to be the plate coin on p. 239 in Judds United States Pattern, 
Experimental And Trial Pieces 6th edition, and is traced in Pollocks 
book back to L.R. Lohr and the Empire Coin Co. 
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3964 1851 Pattern One Cent. Judd-127. Pollock-149. Raritv-6. 
MS-65 (PCGS). Struck on a billon planchet. Plain Edge. An 
annular pattern, with the obverse bearing the denomination CEN I 
above, and the composition ONE TENTH SILVER below. C3n the 
reverse, we find a laurel wreath, and the inscription UNITED 
STATES OF AMERICA around. According to Pollock (1994), the 
majority of One-Cent pattern pieces delivered for the date were of 
the annular-billon type, a prototype design soon abandoned by the 
mint for a number of reasons. First, the annular planchets were 
problematic to impress; second, the one-tenth ounce of silver pres¬ 
ent in the Han composition would be difficult to extract if the coins 
were to be removed from circulation; thirdly, billon coins are easy to 
counterfeit because a planchet comprised ol 90% copper is similar 
in weight to a planchet made of 100% copper. Our oflFering in the 
present lot is every bit the Ciem, with all legends crisply impressed, 
and surfaces essentially mute on the subject of grade limiting abra¬ 
sions. Both the obverse and reverse have retained a great deal of lus¬ 
ter, gathered mostly around the peripheries of this piece, and while 
the vast majority of billon coins tend to assume a slate-gray surface 
color over time, this piece has managed to acquire a tender array of 
golden-orange and cobalt-blue hues.

The most commonly encoun¬ 
tered die marriage from the 4 known varieties of this early era, this 
example of the Kagin-4 is an entirely sharp example that exhibits 
slightly prooflike fields, and an otherwise orange-gold color that 
emits swaths of rose- and green-gold color at certain indirect light 
angles. We also observe an apparently as-made die flaw at the O in 
CAROLINA, and a few squiggly abrasions over the balance of the 
coin that utterly fail to detract from the overall presentation of this 
appealing piece of Private gold.

D, claims that ‘the rapid exapansion of 
the gold-mining industry in Rutherford and nearby Burke Counties 
found Christopher Bechtler, like Templeton Reid, ready to cash in 
on the local need for coinage and currency of any kind.” And thus 
beginning in 1831, Christopher Bechtler, a German metallurgist 
operated a private mint in Rutherford County with the aid of his 
son, also named Christopher, and his nephew August, delivering 
coins in three denominations. The example in the present lot is a 
$2.50 gold piece, and while it does indeed present a couple prob¬ 
lems, including a cleaning and a sizable dig on the obverse, no 
impairment can diminish its historic or numismatic weight. 
Essentially bereft of luster, save for in some of the more protected 
surface area, both sides offer a lovely yellow-gold color, with distinct 
hues of orange-gold color revealing themselves as the coin rotates 
under a lamp. One will of course be able to locate a couple of blem¬ 
ishes other than the aforementioned dig, but they are of minimal 
impact to the overall eye appeal of an AU representative of this issue. 
In plain evidence on the obverse stand three die cracks often found 
on examples of this die marriage, an as-made effect that lends only 
greater numismatic curiosity to an already meaningful gold coin, 
one that is sure to fit into an accumulation of significance in an era 
of crackouts and Mint State mania.

3970 Undated (1834-1837) C. Bechtler. $5 Gold. K-17. Rarity-5. 
Plain Edge. 140.G. MS-62 (NGC). The assay office and mint 
established by the Bechtler family in 1830 at Rutherford County 
and Rutherfordton has the distinction of being the earliest and 
longest operating private gold mints in the United States. Up until 
the California gold rush of 1848, it struck more coins than any 
other private mint, totaling more than $2 million in coinage from 
January 1831 to February 1840 alone. Although the Bechtler fam¬ 
ily continued to conduct business until 1846, not only did their 
output of gold coinage rival that of the Philadelphia mint, Bechtler 
coins circulated within the Southeastern United States more fre¬ 
quently than those struck by any of the United States mints. 
During the Civil war many Confederate contracts specified pay¬ 
ment in Bechtler gold rather than Confederate currency or federal 
specie. Furthermore, the Bechtlers introduced the gold dollar into 
circulation, seventeen years before the United States government 
issued the same denomination in 1849 at the Philadelphia, 
Dahlonega and Charlotte mints. 

There were seven distinct series of Bechtler coinage. The present 
140 grain 20 carat Plain Edge variety is a part of the fourth series 
struck between 1834 and 1840. This example is the finest certified 
by either service (the highest grade at PCGS is AU-58). The 2007 
Red Book, page 346 values an Unc. coin at $24,000, and we note 
that earlier this year a 134 grain Star variety Bechtler $5 realized 
$29,900 in MS-62. We suspect with the present demand for 
Private, Pioneer and Territorial gold coins that this coin will bring 
an equal if not greater price.

134.G. inscribed over a 5-pointed star, and 21 CARATS below. The 
reverse identifies the maker and locale as C: BECHTLER AT 
RUTHERF;. Wonderfully smooth-looking surfaces show only the 
most trivial of abrasions for the grade, and save for a bit of die grease 
near ER in BECHTLER on the reverse that should be addressed at 
lot viewing, we find little to distract the student’s eye on either side. 
The devices and legends are not quite fully raised, as there is a hint 
of strike weakne.ss at 9 o’clock on the obverse, but the primary 
designs remain in bold definition. Therefore, we feel strongly that 
our offering of this piece will act as a superlative representative of the 
type for the discerning collector, and one that would be difficult to 
match for sheer quality and beauty.

3973 1849 Moffat & Co. $5 Gold. K-4. Rarity-5. AU-58 (NGC). 
Beginning in 1849, John Moffat arrived in San Francisco and 
employed the assaying skills he learned while in Georgia and North 
Carolina into the refining and issuing of gold ingots. Demand was 
great for his services, as an abundance of gold dust continued to 
come in from the gold fields west of San Francisco. Initially he made 
ingots bearing the amounts of $16, but in the summer of 1849, he 
issued $10 Eagles, and continued with the $5 Half Eagle denomi¬ 
nation in the fall. The present coin is one of those pieces struck dur¬ 
ing this time, and it has a light, almost citrus, greenish yellow-gold 
coloration. True, there are scattered abrasions over the balance of the 
piece, but they do linle more than define the numeric designation, 
and are nothing unusual for a western U.S. gold coin that very like¬ 
ly saw a short stint in commercial channels. What little rub exists 
may be discerned as evenly distributed over the highpoints on both 
the obverse and reverse, but this aesthetic effect is entirely commen¬ 
surate with an NGC AU-58 piece, and simply adds a certain weight 
of intrinsic human worth to a historically important coin. Moffat & 
Co essentially copied the design of the regular issue Liberty Half 
Eagle for this delivery, and this may play some role in their eventual 
appointment as United States Assay contractors in 1850.

3974 1852 U.S. Assay Office of Gold. $10 Gold. K-12. Rarity'7+. 
MS'62 (PCGS). A well struck $10 issue from the United States 
Assay Office of Gold. 1852 saw Moffat & Co. dissolved and 
reformed into the United States Assay Office of Gold, a short-lived 
position that only produced coinage from 1852-1853, with three 
known $10 die marriages delivered in 1852. The Kagin-12 is dif¬ 
ferentiated from the two others of the date by the O in OFFICE 
almost directly under the I in UNITED, while the Kagin-12a(l) 
and Kagin-12a(2) shows this placement under the N in UNITED. 
While the 1852, as a date, is more common than the 1853, this is 
a very rare die marriage with fantastic eye appeal and technical 
merit. Feather detail, engine turning and surface coloration are per¬ 
fectly rendered for the numeric grade, and seem to hint of an even 
higher level of preservation. For identification purposes, we note a 
single tick over the reverse eagle’s head and a small, curved lint mark 
just past the tip of the eagle’s right wing, but the surfaces have oth¬ 
erwise seemed to escape the passage of time with nary a detracting 
blemish.

Five-Dollar Mormon Gold 



3975 1850 Mormon $5 Gold. K-5. Rarity'5+. AU Detail net EF-40 
Tooled, Cleaned (ANACS). By the mid-19th century, the 
Mormon population of the Great Salt Lake Plain had grown to 
approximately 2,000 people, however they had hitherto developed 
essentially no hard specie for the promulgation of trade and eco¬ 
nomic expansion. Perhaps coincidentally, a group of these religious¬ 
ly devout peoples had moved to California, and thereafter discovered 
gold during a contractual agreement with John Sutter to build a 
sawmill on the American River. Thus the Deseret colony (meaning 
“honeybee”) began importing gold back into the Salt Lake territory, 
and swiftly commenced production of a broad range of experimen¬ 
tal designs and denominations, including so-called “coin-ingots,” as 
well as more traditional and transportable $5, $10 and $20 denom¬ 
inations, with the coin in the present lot delivered in the second year 
of their coinage production, and dated 1850. While not a problem- 
free example of this early issue, for there is evidence of tooling in the 
left obverse field, and wispy hairlines that betray a cleaning, it is cer¬ 
tainly attractive and possessed of enough historic importance and 
aesthetic appeal to make it wotthy of serious bidder consideration on 
auction day. While we are unable to locate the presence of luster, 
most likely due to the aforementioned impairment, both sides 
divulge designs clearly well struck, and there is very little actual wear 
over the highpoints. This otherwise yellow-gold colored piece, with 
greenish-gold undertones evident at certain indirect light angles, is 
stamped with inscriptions and devices that require some elucidation, 
for on the obverse one will find a crown and halo over the all-seeing 
eye of Jehovah, while the reverse bears the inscription G.S.L.C.P.G., 
an abbreviation for Great Salt Lake City Pure Gold. Territorial gold 
specialists will want to examine this coin closely at lot viewing, for 
we offer a wonderful opportunity to acquire an attractive represen¬ 
tative of an elusive issue.

3976 1861 Clark, Gruber Co. $10 Gold. K-?. Rarity'4. AU-SS 
(NGC). It is a rare day to handle a piece of Private or Territorial 
that presents an entirely original-looking presentation. Examples ol 
these early issues almost always come with a washed out color, or 
surfaces that betray an old cleaning, even il it took place long ago. 
But when a coin like that in the present lot crosses our desks, it 
stands out for its supreme presentation. As is customary for the 
issue, our offering reveals a bit of strike weakness at Liberty’s hair 
and coronet, as well as at the corresponding area of the reverse. 
Hues of pale-rose and greenish-gold simply dominate both sides of 
this coin, and they are shocking in their evident depth as the coin 
dips into a light. Lhe luster has been primarily relegated to the pro¬ 
tected recesses that Immediately surround the devices and legends, 
an effect that has very little bearing on the overall appeal of this 
coin, and of the abrasions present on both sides, none deserve indi¬ 
vidual mention. 



3977 1861 Clark, Gruber 6si Co. $10 Gold. K'7. RaritV'4. VF'35 
(PCGS). K-7 is the only known die pair for the 1861 Clark, 
Gruber & Co. Ten Dollar gold piece, one of the most well-known 
private minting firms. 1861 marked a shift in alloy composition for 
this historic coiner, as their previous issues had been a touch more 
susceptible to wear, and indeed this piece strongly reveals its more 
"hardened composition," for it exhibits solidly impressed detail 
through even the more intricate design features. While possessed 
mostly of a medium-yellow color, one will also note a deeper, medi¬ 
um-orange tone evident at certain indirect light angles, and while 
there are a few slender ticks scattered about both sides of this coin, 
none of them merit individual attention for a piece that saw modest 
circulation among some of the more roughshod areas of the western 
U.S. All interested parties should, however, pay very close attention 
to a spot of brilliance before Liberty’s portrait, where it seems that 
someone attempted to remove a scratch or die flaw coming from 
Liberty s nose, an effect that very well verges on the point of impair¬ 
ment.

Light 
vellow-gold in appearance, the surfaces are brilliant in their prooflike 
presentation. Scarcely abraded for a near-Gem representative, nei¬ 
ther obverse nor reverse offer much in the way of outwardly visible 
distractions. 

3979 A 1904 Dated Round 50 Cents. Louisiana Purchase 
Exposition Gold Token. MS'62 (NGC). The obverse of this lit¬ 
tle numismatic delight portrays a fleur-de-lis, the petals of which 
have been inscribed with the letters LPE, for the Ixjuisiana Purchase 
Exposition of 1904, and the stem of which shows a small Z, most 
likely for the issuing party, the famous Farran Zerbe, while the 
reverse possesses the legend LOUSIANA GOLD encircling a half- 
dollar fraction. The satiny luster around the devices wanes to areas 
of prooflike brilliance on both sides, there is a tiny as-made die crack 
between stars 12 and 13, and an outline of the obverse motif can be 
faintly discerned when looking at the reverse, most likely a result of 
a very thin planchet.

A beautiful near-Gem. with a mostly yellow-gold appearance that 
cedes to patches of a more rich, orange-gold color. A number of as- 
made die polish lines traverse the obverse of this coin are noted sole¬ 
ly for the sakes of accuracy and clarity.

64 (PCGS). The chances of finding a mated pair of chain struck 
planchets in any denomination are incredibly slim, and this we feel 
confident that this lot will perform exceedingly well on auction day. 
The encapsulated planchet in the present lot displays perhaps 75% 
of the total detail, while the other half of this pair was so horribly 
bent from being struck while hanging partially out of collar that 
encapsulation was rendered impossible. The authors of the Error 
Coin Encyclopedia claim that “although it [chain strikes] are mechan¬ 
ically possible in the larger denominations such as Halves and 
Dollars, we know of none reported,” and in light of these state¬ 
ments, error coin dealers and enthusiasts will want to examine this

4001 1989-D Congressional Bicentennial Commemorative— 
Medallic Alignment—MS-68 (NGC). Designed by moralist 
William Woodward, the Congress Bicentennial Silver Dollar fea¬ 
tures the Statue of Freedom that adorns the Capitol Dome, while the 
reverse portrays the Mace of the House of Representatives, a staff 
that resides in the House Chamber whenever the House is in session, 
likely harkening back to the Homeric tradition. Modern day U.S. 
coin alignment occurs when the obverse and reverse are upside down 
in relation to each other, but in the case of this example, the obverse 
and reverse face the same direction, as if one of the dies had rotated 
180 degrees from the traditional orientation. A highly unusual error 
for a Modern Commemorative, and thus this is a piece that will like¬ 
ly fetch a hefty premium on auction day.
